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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the Petition Decision of March 07, 2005 granting applicant's petition of 
November 26, 2004 to revive the instant application, with the instruction to consider 
applicant's amendment filed on February 5, 2003. The following Office action is in 
response to applicant's amendment filed on February 05, 2003. 

Response to Amendment

because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): (1 ) it fails to properly address the 
rejections under 112(2), 102, and 103 of the Office action mailed on 6/26/2002

application); (2) the recited set of claims is not corresponding to the set of claims of the 
amendment dated 3/4/2002 (it appears that applicant might have mistakenly using a set 
of claims of another co-pending application).
